B. ARTICLE IV SECURITY 

1. THE PHILIPPINES, THROUGH ITS DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE, THE 
PHILIPPINE BASE COMMANDE, SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE EOR, AND BEAR THE 
COST OF, THE SECURITY OP EACH BASE. 

2. THE UNITED STATES, THROUGH ITS DESIGNATED REPRESENTATIVE, 

THE UNITED STATES PACILITIES COMMANDER, SHALL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR, 
AND BEAR THE COST OP, THE SECURITY OP THE PACILITIES, AND THE CON- 
TROL, SUPERVISION AND PROTECTION OP ITS PERSONNEL, EQUIPMENT 
AND MATERIAL. 

3. (U.S.: THE JOINT SECURITY PLAN DEVELOPED PURSUANT TO 
PARAGRAPHS 4 AND 5 OP ARTICLE III WILL INCLUDE, INTER ALIA, PRO- 
VISIONS EOR PARTICIPATION BY MEMBERS OP THE UNITED STATES PORCES 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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IN SECURITY AT ENTRANCES AND EXITS OF THE BASE, EOR PARTICIPATION 
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BY MEMBERS OF THE PHILIPPINE FORCES IN ACTIVITIES SUCH AS ROAD 
PATROLS WITHIN THE FACILITIES, AND FOR OTHER SECURITY ACTIVITIES

C. ARTICLE V ADMINISTRATION 

1. RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMULGATED BY THE UNITED STATES 
FACILITIES COMMANDER FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE FACILITIES IN 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS AGREEMENT SHALL BE COORDINATED WITH 
THE PHILIPPINE BASE COMMANDER. 

2. THE PHILIPPINES SHALL STATION OFFICIAL FROM CERTAIN 
DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES OF THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT, SUCH AS 
CUSTOMS, INTERNAL REVENUE AND IMMIGRATION, AT THE FACILITIES 
SUFFICIENT IN NUMBER TO EXPEDITIOUSLY AND EFFICIENTLY DISCHARGE 
THEIR EUNCTIONS. THE NUMBER OF SUCH OFFICIALS AND APPROPRITE 
ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS WILL BE AGREED UPON BETWEEN THE PHIL- 
IPPINE BASE COMMANDER AND THE UNITED STATES FACILITIES COMMANDER. 
THE STATIONING OF SUCH OFFICIALS AT THE FACILITIES SHALL BE

B. ARTICLE IV SECURITY

C. ARTICLE V ADMINISTRATION

2. THE PHILIPPINES SHALL STATION OFFICIAL FROM CERTAIN 
DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES OF THE PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT, SUCH AS 
CUSTOMS, INTERNAL REVENUE AND IMMIGRATION, AT THE FACILITIES 
SUFFICIENT IN NUMBER TO EXPEDITIOUSLY AND EFFICIENTLY DISCHARGE 
THEIR FUNCTIONS. THE NUMBER OF SUCH OFFICIALS AND APPROPRITE 
ADMINISTRATIVE ARRANGEMENTS WILL BE AGREED UPON BETWEEN THE PHIL-
